TUE OPINION OF A BINGATORE CHINERE 
ParER. * 


Wo give bolow (taken from the Singapore 
Pree Press) the translation of a very inte- 
resting article which appeared in the Singa- 
pore Chincas paper Lat Pav—an article 
which is of moze than ordinary interest at 
the presont moment ‘when & dofinite pro- 
poral has been mado to abolish the Opium 
Farm in Hongkong and establish 2 duty on 
raw épium. Tt will be obsorved that the 
Lat Pav makes a similar proposal in rogatd 
to tho Straits Settlements. The establish- 
ment of an Opium Customs sorvics would, 
howorer, be attended with far greater difti- 
culties in the Straits than in Hongkang. 
The coast lino is much longer, and our 
brothern in the Straits’ wowld not have the 
co-operation of such a service 08 the Chi- 
neso Imperial Moritime Customs, whose 
ofticats would in their own interests cor 
dially co-operate with the authorities in 
Hongkong, Besides, the Straits Seltlemonts 
have no semi-customs esiablishment such 
as oar Import and Export Office, which 
has, for tho benefit of China, to watch tho 
movement of opium in Hongkong almost 
as closely asif thero were a heavy duty an 
the raw article. The change therefore in 
tho Straits would be far greater than in 
Hongkong. In this Colony tho task of pro- 
vonting tho amuggling of raw opium would 
bo comparatively -light, Raw opinm is 
brought in bulk from India, and tha faoi- 
litios for smuggling it are far less than the 
facilities for amuggling the prepared article. 
Tho only daugeraus point, as hinted by our 
morning contemporary, is Macoo, which 
might refueo to co-operate. But the Ohi- 


nose customs would be oven more interested 


than us in preveating smuggling from 
Macao, and the two services ought to effec 
tively prevent invasion from that quarter. 
We beliove also that if a rebato were given 
on exports of prepared opium, Hong- 
kong branda, with the froe competition that 
would onsue, might drive out al) rivals from 


evory opium market. The following is

A DISCUSSLON ON THE OPTUM REVENUE 
OF THE COLONY. 


During tha last fow days the tendors for 
the opium, spirit, and othor farms of 
Penang aud Perak were opensd and we 
have published in our columns what we 
heurd about them, We have now some- 
thing to say on tho subject. Opium has 
long been s source of rerious injury to the 
world, At present it is looked upon os an 
article of necessity and at every fashionable 
feast or party it is certaioly provided as a 
means of enjoyment to the guests. In fact 
opium smoking has become & national 
habit, and it is extremely difficult to break 
it off. Last year the Rev. Mr Cooke baing 
moved by the injury that opium hed in- 
flictod on the people started a proposal to 
petition the English Goverument to sup- 
press the planting of poppy inIndia, This 
petition was-largoly signed by: tho. public 
of Singapore and similar oncs woro also 
sent on to England by the inhabitaote of 
tho Treaty Ports in China, At that time 
the official and upper classes in Chinn wore 
much pleased with tho movement and con- 
fidontly looked forward that the memoriuls 
would be granted, But wafortunately the 
petitions wore all shelved after their 
arrival in England. Subsequently, how- 
ever, a Member of Parliament named 
Pease raised the question in the House of 
Comuons, and he was supported by the 
majority of the other «members. Freah 
hopes of succuss were thus hold out, but 
contrary to expectation Sir J. Pease was 
eensured by the Government, and since 
then no other members ventured to take 
the matter up again. The proposal of 
snppreseing poppy-planting has therefore 
become a dead letter, and thore isnow no 
more hope of its over being successfully 
carried out. It ia sad to say that opium 
amoking has now reached the highest de- 
gree of evil. The number of people in 
China who amoke opium is simply count- 
less. Even they find it most difficult 
to get on ia the world when once bard. 
ened with this vile habit, and how 
much more difficult must it be with 
the people in the southera ports where 
opium is sold at a bigher price. Tn the 
Notherland Indies the governments of tha 
various depeadencics collect heavy taxos 
from theic people, so. we-nved not aay any- 
thing nhout thom. What we should cou- 
sider therafore are the Straits Settlements, 
which form pact of the colonial pomessions 
of Englund. Tho English Government is 
based on benevolence aud justice ; it sutis- 
fiea tho requirements of those it governs 
and enables them to obtain an easy living. 
Yet o rent is taken for the farming of 
opium and spirits, and this imposcs a heavy 
burden on the people. 


If these farms are abolished it will no 
doubt be a great benefit to all, but it should 
bo considered thet such o measure is im- 
practicable. Since the foundation of Bin- 
gapore it has been opened as a free port 
to encourago immigration. No duties 
are imposed on trade or imports and 
what the local Government 
chiefly rely upon for revenue is the rent 
that they derive from tbe tarminwiot opium 
and spirits, These farms ia ¢! @ three Set- 
tlements yidld not ‘less than three million 
dollars every year. The oxpenditure of 
tha Colony is alniost entirely paid out of

duty on raw opium amporiad into the Oo- 
lony. ‘To begin with a Commission should 
bo appointed to ascertain how mony cases 
of opiam aro consumed annually in the 
Straits, and then a duty of so much per 
case should ba: fixed on 20 as to ‘bring the 
aggregate, amount up to threa million 
dollars. ‘For instance if ton thousand caseg 
of opium are imported into the Colony ina 
yeat a duty of three hundred dollars per 
case should be levied, and if only five 
thousand cases ore imported the duty 
should be six hundred dollars, Thus in 
both cases the totnl comes up to three mil- 
lion dullars, the amount of rent paid to the 
Government by tho farmer. This echeme 
therefore does not in tha least dccrense the 
revenue that Government derives from 
opium, bat on tho contrary it will prove 
boneficial to both the Government and the 
public. Now let us soy firat how this 
scheme benofits tho public, Prepared 
opium or chdndoo is sold at a high prico in 
Singapore because the farmers, besides maak: 
ing profits, have to pay ront to tho Goveru- 
ment and defray tha axpensea of keeping 
up Kongsis. Tho price of _chandoo sol 
here is two dollars and twenty cents 
per tahil or one dollar for four chees.and 
two huns or half a dollar for only two 
choca, In Penang the price is about the 
yame and in Malacca a little cheaper. But 
if instead of tho farming system a duty is 
lovied on raw opium no other expense than 
what is paid te the Government will ‘bo 
necessary and consequently the price of 
chandoo will be very much lower than at 
present, ‘This is the first benefit to the 
public, Now:that there isa farm in tho 
Colony the publio are not allowed to pre- 
paro chandoo for themselves. Thia docs 
not interfero much with tho old residents 
of the Straits who are pecustomed to the 
use of Straits chandoo, but itis very incon- 


vonient to the smokera who newly arriva 
from China. It is well known that opinm 
comprisos many kinds, and emokera who 
are addicted to one particular kind 
cannot uso sny other. If, however, the 
farm is abolished, the public can 
pteparo and use any kind of opium 
they like, ond this is the secon 
benefit to them. With s forming system 
in foree tha sale of illicit chandoa 
is sure to exist, We do not want to tako 
the part of thosé who break the law by 
selling or smoking illicit chandoo, but it 
should be understood that many of theso 
cases are only got up by poople who have a 
gradgo agdinst the victims. There ia uo 
doubt that when it comes to the knowledgo 
of tho farmers that a person has been 
falsely accusod no proceeding will bo taken 
against him in the Court, bat should there 
be no buch information forthcoming, or if 
the farmers commit an oversight in the 
investigation of it, then an innocent per- 
jon will be convicted and made to suffor 
aa injustica for which he cannot obtain 
any redress. If, however, a duty is col- 
lacted on raw opium thera will be no 
more illicit chandoo for sale and many poor 
peoplo will be saved from being drawn into 
trouble by it. This ia the third benefit to 
the public. The mojority of the Revenue 
Officors of the farm ate alwaya ready to do 
evil, they frequently conspire with . tho 
wicked informers to oppress the ignorant 
and the weak. These Revenue Officers 
before they joip the farm used to be.idlers 
with no regular occupation, 60 they are 
always in close touch with bad characters 
and ovil-doers. This isfa facts well known 
to the farmers themsolves, but Revenue 
Officers aro necessary for the discovery of 
illicit chandoo, so they cainot be'spare 
the farm. If, however, tho farm is done 
away with and a duty collected on raw 
opium tho employment of Revenue Officers 
will po longer be neccesary and honest 
people need not fear of further troubles 
from them, This is the fourth benefit to 
the public. : 

‘As has been seen at the end of the three 
years, the farmars of avery farm made 
either over one million or several hundred 
thousand dollars. The amount of profit 
depends on the number, of farms the farm- 
ors have wndet their control, but anyhow 
they neger make less than aeveral millions 
of dollars on the expiration of their con- 
tract. Now, the Goveroment receive 
from the farmers a rent of three million 
dollara—the expenses for ‘keeping ap the 
Kongaia require several millions acd the 
profits of the farmers amount to several 
millions more. Tho total comes therefore 
to ten million dollars. (There is a little 
exaggeration here, we think.—Ep €.M.] 
This enormous amount of money is en. 
tirely derived from the public, and 
of it the Government get only three 
millions, while the balunae or part af it 
goes to the pocket of the farmera, Rather 
than benefiting weallhy merchants in this 
way would it not bo botter for the Govern. 
tment to retain their shara of this vast 
amount and give the balance back to 
their aubjecta? 

Having finishing the benefits that our 
acheme will prove to be to the public we 
will now come tu the question regarding 
the Government. ‘There are also four 
bonefits to be set -forth and they are as 
Follows :— 


i.—Under the present-stats of aflaira 
the Government have to issue proclama- 
tions calling for tenders once in throo 
years, and when the tenders have all been 
gent in a suitable day has to be selected to 
open and duly discuss them before one of 
them oan bo accopted. Duririg the term 
of the contract the Govornment have also 
to protect the righta of the farmers and do 
a lot of other work very troublesome to 
thomselvea. But ifa duty is collected on 
raw opium it will po longer be necessary 
for the Government to attond to these 
things. .The work of collecting the duty 
can bé entrusted to the Marine Depart- 
ment, ahd-the Government- cai. quietly 
enjoy the money redlised. . What a lot. of 
trouble our-schemo will ‘save the Govern- 
ment if properly carried out. : : 

9,—-Under the farming syatem the farm- 
mars pay their rent to the Government, by
